Captain FRITZ stated that 
I'/the slug that had been previously furnished to this office was recovered 
at the time TIPPIT was taken to Methodist Hospital prior to being 
taken to Parkland Hospital. FRITZ stated also that he would furnish 
this office with a chart showing wher^ the bullets struck TIPPIT. 

SA TOM TRETTIS went to the Dallas Police Department and took 
/ custody of these slugs to be sent to ^he Laboratory. 
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
